In the Explanation for the purposes of the paragraph the 
term “cattle” shall include bull, cow, or heifer, calf, steer, 
bullocks and buffalos.

Kusunda, Distt Dhanbad in stopping from work 
Shri Biili Singh with effect from 1st October, 1976, 
is justified ? If not, to what lelief Is the said work- 
man entitled 7” 

The facts as disclosed in the statement of claim are that 
the workman herein worked as Shale Picker in the Basdeopur 
Colliery of M/s. Bharat Cocking Coal Ltd. (whereinaftei 
referred to as the Colliery) from 1973 till 1-10-76 when 
his services were terminated. He submits that by virtue of 
his continuous service for over three years he had become 
a permanent worker of the colliery by 1-10-75 and that Ms 
discharge from service on the basis he was a casual worker 
was wrong. He adds that the job of a Shale Picker is of a 
permanent nature. He protested to the management against 
the order of termination but it was of no avail, . Thereafter 
the matter was referred to his union. The written representations 
made by the union on his behalf were also of no avail. 
Thereafter the matter was referred to the A.L.C.(C) 
Dhanbad for his intervention. The attempt at conciliation 
having failed the A.L.C.(C) submitted his failure of 
conciliation report, upon receipt of which the Government 
has made the present reference. The workman prays that the 
action of the management in terminating his services being 
illegal he may be reinstated with full back wages and conti- 
nuity of semce with effect from 1-10-76. Hr also prays for 
the costs of this reference. 

The management in their written statement submitted that 
the workman herein being only a casual worker there can 
he no relationship of employer and employee between him 
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and the management. They say that in 1973 the workman 
herein was engaged as a Chaprasi for 28 days and as a 
Shale Picker for 17 days. During the years 1974, 1975 4 
1976 he was engaged as a Shale Picker as and when occa-i 
sion demanded. In none of these years had he put in more 
than 240 days attendance to entitle him to claim permanency 
of service. The management took a decision not to engage 
casual workers in time rated jobs and accordingly all the 
listed casuals were required to work in piece rated jobs an 
Wagon Loaders. After this decision was taken the workman 
herein ceased to report for duty. Since the workman herein 
had not pul in 240 days attendance in any of the years 19' T 3 
to 1976, they submit that he is not entitled to the reliefs 
prayed for. ' 

On 7-7-79 Sri V, Jha, Senior Personnel Officer of Area 
No. VTI appearing before Court submitted that the matter 
had been adjusted between the parties and that a memo of 
settlement would be filed within a week from that date. The 
mattei was accordingly adjourned to 12-7-79 and again ad- 
vanced to 11-7-79 suo motu. On that day the workman and 
his representative Sri S. Bose, General Secretary of the union 
and Sri V. Jha, Senior Personnel Officer on behalf of (ha 
management appeared in person and filed a memo of sett'e- 
ment praying the Court to pass an award in Lcrms thereof 
and on the parties admitting the terms of compromise the 
tame was recorded. I am satisfied that the aforesaid com- 
promise is in the interests of the workman. 

Clause No. 3 of the memo of settlement reads as follows : 

“That it is agreed that Sri Bijli Singh’s (workman here- 
in) appointment will be treated with effect from 
9-10-78." 

As this clause was vague the Court asked Mr. V. lha to 
explain the meaning of the same. Shri Tha submitted that 
by that clause it is meant that the workman herein has been 
taken into the service of the colliery as a permanent em- 
ployee in the category of a Dumper Khalasl. 

As per the- request of the parties an award in terms of 
the settlement is hereby passed. A copy of the memo of 
settlement appended hereto may be treated as pari of the 
award.

AWARD 

By Order No. L-290 1 2 /3 /7K-B.I I I.B, daled 12th Apnl. 
1978, the Government of India, Ministry of Labour, referred 
an industrial dispute existing between the employes In ie- 
lation to the Management of Lnnjibcrna Limestone Minr 
of M/s. Orissa Cement Ltd,, and their Wotkmen, to this 
Tribunal for adjudication. The Reference reads: — 

"Whether the action of the Management of M/s, Orissa 
Cement Ltd,. P.O. Rnjgangpnr, District Sundei garh, 
Orissa, in dismissing Shri Raisoie Mtnz front 
service vvith effect from 29-8-77 on the ground of 
unauthorised absence was justified 7 If not, to what 
relief he is entitled.” 

2. The employeis, that is to say. the first party, are manu- 
facturers Of cement. They have a cement factory at Rajgang- 
pur, District Sundergarh in the State of Orissa. LinvMonc 
is one of the main taw materials required in the manufacture 
of cement. For that purpose the employers maintain me 
'limestone qualifies at Lnnjibcrna. P.O. Rajgangput, District 
Sundargath aL a distance of about -even mile* from the said 
cement factory. 

3. Sri Raisore Minz, the concerned woikman was appoint- 
ed as miner In the afotesaid quarries on 15th lime, 1964 
and since then he had been wot king in the said quarries 
until he was dismissed from service as he/einaftcr stated, 
The employer’s case is that the concerned woikman was 
highly irregular in attending to his duties. During the period 
1st June, 1977 to 4lh July, 1977 he remained absent for 
17 days, abruptly and without leave whiOt can ed di"' ca- 
tion of work, He was therefore charge-sheeted on filh Job 1 . 
1977 for his habitual unauthorised absence W’hieh amounted 
to a serious act of misconduct under the certified Standing 
Orders of the employers. The charge-sheet. Ext M-3, le-’d* 
as follows :

It has been observed that you remained absent from duty

Your such frequent absence from duty without leave dis- 
locates the normal working arrangement and puts the man- 
agement into difficulty in arranging substitute in your place. 
Furthci. in past on several occasions you have been repri- 
manded lot similar offence with minor punishment but it is 
regietted that you have not registered any improvement. 

Your above act of remaining frequent absence from duty 
without leave tantamounts to habitual absence which is 
misconduct ns per Standing Orders. 

You are hereby called upon to explain within 48 hours 
from the receipt hereof us to why suitable disciplinary action 
should not be taken against you.

4. The concerned workman in reply to the said charge- 
,heet submitted his explanation dated 13th Tulv. 1977, 

Ext. M-4. in the following terms: 

"The Mines Manager, 
l uujiberna I imestone Mines, 

Sir, 

With tefeicnce to the charge-sheet dated 6th July, 1977 
I am to explain as under : 

That I remained absenl from duties as jaor dates mentioned 
on the charge-'hcei on account of cultivation and sowing 
the seeds on the farms. 

T therefore, beg apology for the same.

U will be seen that by his explanation the concerned work- 
man admitted the charge brought against him. 

5. Therefore the employers decided to hold a domestic 
enquiry and deputed Shri S, Prasad, Sr, Personnel Officer 
to hold an enquiry into the charge. The management's ca^e 
is that the enquiry was fixed on 5th August, 1977 but the 
concci ned workman did not attend the enquiry without any 
reason. The management, however, gave him one more op- 
portunity to defend himself and the enquity was adjourned 
to 11th August, 1977. The concerned workman attended the 
enquiry on the said date and participated in the same. It in 
the management's case that the procedure of enquiry w.is 
fill ‘v explained to the concerned workman. The charge-^heet 
as well as his Exportation were fully explained in him by 
the Faquirs Officer and all reasonable opportunities w r ere 
uffoiLVd to him to defend his case. The statement of the 
concerned workman at the enquiry as recorded by the En- 
quiry Officer may be set out, It runs as follows, Ext. W-8 

"Statement of Sri Raisore Minz, Miner Quarry No. 2, 

I anjiberna Quarry : 
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I am working ax Miner at Lanjibefna Quart y since 
13 years. I leccivcd the charge-sheet dated 6th July, 1977. 
I remained absent from duty on various days during the 
month of June and July, 1977, I did not submit any leave 
application for Ihe days I remained absent from duly, nor 
I Intimated the management about my absence from duty, 
Prior to that on several occasions in past I also remained 
absent from duty without lease for Which I was charge- 
sheeted ; but left with minor punishments. 1 remained ab- 
sent from duty on various dates owing to my family cir- 
cumstances, 1 admit my fault and beg excuse. This state- 
ment I am giving on nfy own accord and wlthput any 
undue influence, threat or coercion.

6 The Enquiry- officer held the concerned workman guilty 
of the charge of habitual absence from duty without leave, 
The findings of the Enquiry Officer have been made Ext. 
M-10. The employers' case is that the service record of the 
-concerned workman was considered and it was found that 
he committed some acts of misconduct of habitual absence 
during the preceding one and half years. He had been warned 
and suspended from time to time on his own admission of 
the charges on those occasions and in spite of warnings and 
suspensions he did not improve. Particulars of his unauiho- 
rised absence from duty were specified in Annexure 1 to the 
written statement which has been made Ext. M-13. By a 
letter dated 16/24th August, 1977 the General Manager 
Rajgangpur Works, Orissa Cement Ltd., intimated to the 
concerned workman that he Was being dismissed from service 
of the company with immediate effect as per rules applicable 
It appears that in fact he was dismissed from service with 
effect front 29th August, 1977, 


7. The ease of the concerned workman as nlcaded in 
the written statement filed by the Sundargarh Mining Workers' 
Union is that the concerned workman was employed as a 
piece-rated workman since 1956 on ‘no work no pay’ basis 
ft was further contended thru in the certified Standing Oidcis 
there is no classification in clause 3 of piece-rated woitmeo. 
The Standing Orders arc therefore not applicab'e in the facts 
and circumstances of this cn-e. It was further contended that 
the concerned workman is an illiterate person and he had 
submitted nothing in writing. The thumb impression wa 
obtained under the influence of the Labour Officer on pa-e s 
which were used -against him. If was also contended that it 
was the duty of the Euauiiy Officer to obtain statements 
from the complainant a dulv which lie did not di-chai re Tr 
fact no one gave evidence in support of the employer' case. 
In conclusion if was claimed that the concerned workman is 
entitled to reinstatement with full back wages. 


8. The employers have files! an order of permanent an- 
pointment d^ted 13lb June, 1964 nD-d an order of conflnna- 
tion dated 2nd February, 1968, marked E.Xts. M-l and M-2 
respectively. Jt appear? from these exhibits that the concern- 


ed workman was initially appointed ou probation for six 
months and was subsequently confirmed aa a permanent 
employee. There is nothing in the order of appointment or 
the order of confirmation to indicate that the concerned 
workman was a piece-rated worker. His status appears to 
have been that of a time-rated workman whose -salary was 
paid monthly on daily basis. The concerned workman m his 
evidence did not say that he was a piete-rihed workman. 
Sri S. Prasad, the Enquiry Offleer 111 his evidence also 
stated that the concerned Workman Was a permanent em- 
ployee of th* compfitty. He Was not a piece-rated w-orkman. 
In fact there is lio piece-rated workman in the employment 
of the company. The concerned workman was paid on the 
basis of daily rates but payment was made monthly. 

9. On behalf of the concerned workman it was contended 
that he did not come under the classification of woikman 
in Standing Order No. 3 of the certified Standing Orders. It 
is quite clear from a perusal of Standing Order No. 3 that 
the concerned workman stood in the category of permanent 
workmen spoken of in the said Standing Order. He Is there- 
fore fully covered by the certified Standing Orders. Habitual 
absence without leave or absence without leave for Bldre 
than seven consecutive .daks is ail act of rtfstbiiduct ufider 
Standing Older N<l. 77, Under Standing Order No. 78 u 
work It! do found ghilty of misconduct may be dismissed with- 
out notice or compensation in lieu of notice. The procedure 
Tdr dismissal is found in Standing Order No. 81. Standing 
Order No. 82 states that in awarding punishment under 
Standing Order No, 78 the Manager shall take into account 
the gravity of the misconduct, the previous record, if any, 
of the workman and any Other extenuating or aggravating 
circumstances that may exist. 

10. Tt appears from Ext. M-6 that is to say the notice dated 
1st August, 1977 served on the concerned workman that 
intimation was given that he would be given fufi opportunity 
<o adduce his defence by examining his wltnewcs arid produc- 
ing necessary documents, if any, and cross-examining the 
witnesses in support of the charge. The same intimation wg» 
given in the second notice dated 8th August, 1977 for holding 
the enquiry. It may be noted that pursuant to the second 
notice the concerned workman appeared at the enquiry and 
made a statcmenl. He was therefore fully aware that he had 
the opportunity of examining witnesses and producing neces- 
sary documents. The concerned workman in his evidence 
stuied that he pul his thumb impression on the statement at 
the instance of the Enquiry Officer. He further stated that 
the explanation was written by the President of the Union 
under his instructions. He also stated that the Enquiry Offi- 
cer explained to him what he had said in his evidence. The 
statement he made before th e Enquiry Officer was explained 
to him. The Enquiry Officer in his evidence stated before 
the Tribunal that he explained the charge-beet argl the 
Explanation to the concerned workman. He did not examine 
any other witness as the concerned workman admitted the 
charge. He further staled that during the last one year tho 
concerned workman had absented himself foe 145 days and 
on several occasions he was charge-sheeted and was repri- 
manded. His absence was unauthorised, He proved 
nexure T to the written statement where particulars of the 
period of absence were recorded. He denied that the con- 
cerned workman subscribed his signature, that i» to say, his 
thumb impression at the instance of the Labour Officer. He 
said he recorded the statements of the concerned workman 
in English. The statement was made In Hindi. He translated 
the statement into English. Thereafter he explained in Hindi 
what he had recorded. Xftcr the statement had been explained 
to him, the concerned workman put his thumb impression. 
The Enquiry Officer relied on the order-sheet. Ext. M-9, It 
v ill apnear f om the order-sheet that the procedure of the 
enquiry w;s fair and regular. 

1 1. Ou a careful consideration of the evidence, I am of 

opinion rhnt Ibe enquiry was fair, and proper and in com- 
pliance with i Tie relevant Standing Orders. T agree with the 
assessment of the evidence by the Enquiry Officer. As re- 
gards punishment, 1 am satisfied that it is fu'ly justified in 
the fact® and circumstances of the case. 

12. Tn the view 1 have taken, I hold lh.it the action of the 
management of Messrs Orissa Cement Limited. P O. Ruj- 
gnngpur. District Sundergarh. Orissa, in dismissing Shrl Rai- 
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sore Minz from service with effect from 29-8-77 on the 
ground of unauthorised absence was justified. He is not 
therefore entitled to any relief.

S.O. 2818. — Whereas Messrs Kirloskar Oil Engine Limited, 
Kirkee, Pune-3, including its Branch namely Kirloskar Oil 
Engines Limited, Sales and Service, Katbrud, Pune (herein- 
after referred to as the said establishment) have applied for 
exemption under sub-section (2A) of section 17 of the 
Employees’ Provident Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions 
Act, 1952 (19 of 1952) (hersinafter referred t> as the said 
Act); 

And whereas, the Central Government is satisfied that 
the employees of the said establishment are, without making 
any separate contribution or payment of premium in en- 
joyment of benefits under the Group Insurance Scheme of 
the Life Insurance Corporation of India in the nature of 
I ife Insurance which are more favourable to such employees, 
than the benefits admissible under the Employees Deposit- 
linked Insurance Scheme, 1976 thereinafter referred to a* 
the said Schema); 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-action (2A) of section 17 of the said Act and subject 
to the conditions specified in the Schedule annexed hereto, 
the Central Government hereby exempts the said establish- 
ment from the operation of all the provisions of the said 
Scheme, 

SCHEDULE 

1. The employer in lelation to the said establishment shall 
submit such returns to the Regional Provident Fund Com- 
missioner, Maharashtra, Bombay, maintain such accounts and 
provide for such facilities for inspection, as the Central 
Government may direct Irom time to time. 

2. The employer shall pay such inspection charges as the 
Cenlial Government may, fiom time to time, direct under 
clau e (a) of sub-section (3A) of section 17 of the said 
Act, within 15 days from the close of every month. 

3. ' All expenses involved in the administration of the 
Group Insurance Scheme, including maintenance of accounts, 
submission of returns, payment of insurance piemia, trans- 
fei of accounts, payment of inspection charges, etc. shall be 
borne by the employer. 

4. The employer shall display, on the Notice Board of the 
establishment, a copy of the rules of the Group Insurance 
Scheme as approved by the Central Government and, as and 
when amended, alongwith a translation of the salient 
features thereof, in the language of the majority of the 
employees, 

5. The employer shall arrange, in respect of an employee 
who leaves the establishment and joins another establish- 
ment covered under the said Act, to transfer to the Insur- 
ance Fund ir. respect of the other establishment, the propor- 
tionate premium to the credit of the outgoing employee. 

6. Where an employee, who is already a member of the 
Employees’ Provident Fund or the Provident Fund of an 
establishment exempted under the said Act, is employed in 
his establishment, the employer shall immediately enrol him 
us a member of the Group Insurance Scheme and pay neces- 
sary premium in respect of him to the Life I romance Cor- 
poration of India. 

7. The employer shall arrange to enhance the benefit 
available to the employees under the Group Insurance 
Scheme appropriately, if the benefltts available to the em- 
ployees under the said Scheme are enhanced, so that the 
benefits available under the Group Insurance Scheme arc 
more favourable to the employees than the benefits admis- 
sible under the said Scheme. 

8. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Gtoup In- 
surance Scheme, if on the death of an employee the amount 
payable tinder this Scheme be less than the amount that 
would be payable had employee been covered under the 
said Scheme, the employer shall pay the difference to the 
legal heir/nominee of the employee as compensation. 

9. No amendment of the provisions of (he Group Insur- 
ance Scheme shall be made without the prior approval of 
the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner, Maharashtra, 
Bombay and where any amendment is likely to affect adver- 
sely the interest of the employees, the Regional Provident 
Fund Commissioner shall before giving his approval, give 
a reasonable opportunity to the employees to explain their 
point of view. 

10. Where, for any reason, the employees of the esta- 
blishment do not remain covered under the Group Insurance 
Scheme of the Life Insurance Corporation of India as 
already adopted by the establishment, or the benefits to the 
employees under this Scheme are reduced in anv manner, 


the exemption shall be deemed to have been cancelled with 
effect from that date and the establishment shall be treated 
as covered under the said Scheme. 

11, Where, for any reason, the employer fails to pay the 
premium within the due date, as fixed by the Life Insurance 
Corporation of India, and the policy is allowed to lapse, 
the exemption is liable to be cancelled and the employer 
proceeded against. 

12. Tn case of default, if any, made by the employer In 
payment of premium etc., the reapomibility for payment ot 
assurance benefits to the nominee or legal heirs of deceased 
members who would have been covered under the said 
Scheme but for grant of this exemption, will be that of the 
employer.

S.O. 2819. — Whereas the Central Government having been 
satisfied that public interest so required, had in pursuance 
of the provisions of sub-clause (vi) of clause (n) of sec- 
tion 2 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), 
declared by the notification of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Labour No. S.O. 623 dated the 1st February, 
1979 the India Government Mint, Aliporc, Calcutta, to be 
a public utility setvice for (he purposes of the said Act, for 
a period of six months from the 7th February, 1979; 

And whereas, the Central Government Is of opinion that 
public interest requires the extension of the 3aid period by 
a further period of six months; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to sub-clause (vi) of clause (n) of section 2 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act. 1947 H 14 of 1947), the Central 
Government hereby declares the said industry to be a pub- 
lic utility service for the purposes of the said Act, for a 
further period-of six months from the 7th August, 1979.
